Hew  Cases  and  Mortality  during  1945 
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1.  Ho  deaths  occured  in  non-notified  cases  of  tuberculosis 

in  the  area  and  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  notifi- 
cation of  tuberculosis  by  practitioners. 

2.  There  was  no  evidence  of,  or  mortality  from,  tuberculosis  in 
e.ny  particular  occupation  in  the  area.
